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College Text Books 
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New McGill Battery is Refused by Ottawa 

but Application for Draft is Accepted 

Important developments have taken place in the formation of the new McGill Battery. The recent visit 
of Capt. Sir Stopford Brunton and Capt. J. C. Simpaon to the authorities in Ottawa mskes it almost a cer- 
tainty that an artillery unit will be recruited at the end of the present academic session. It appears that au- 
thority fer a battery such as was formed last summer has been refused owing to an order which was issued 
during the winter, but that a draft of some 150 men as reinforcements for the present battery now on its 
way to France can be formed. 

Capt. Brunton ieaued the following statement to the McGill Daily last night: "The Battery has been re- 
fused owing to an order which came through during the winter. The authorities, however, stated that they 
woulf be willing to accept a draft of whatever size the University could furnish, and promised to arrange 
that the draft should specially reinforce the McGill Battery now overseas. 

"The military committee of the University are co sidering the matter of affering a draft, and it is to be 
expected that should the offer go forward an acceptance will be received from Ottawa, in which case author- 
ity should be received about the end of the present mo.ith. 

"Students will not be required to enlist until such time as examinations are finished, and the year com- 
pleted. Those men who desire to join can, however, leave their names with Capt. Simpson." 

The enlistment should come up to about 150 men. This would leave a vacancy for three officers. Ths 
N. C. O.'s would be acting, and not full N. C. O.'s. In all the draft the preference for positions will be given to 
McGill men, graduates and present members of the under graduate body and the staff. Training will start at the 
end of the present session, if permission is received. >• 

Careful coneideration has been given to the advisability of having a Depot Battery, but a draft has been 
chosen for the best means of representing the College, as it will be attached to the first McGill Battery. 

The authorities hold out a very reasonable scheme, of which the full text is not yet available. Further 
developments will be published during the week as more information comes through the authorities.

forces. The former system was effective. 

As a voluntary organization, with the discipline a little more lax] 
than at present, perhaps it nevertheless appealed to the student body 1 
as a whole, ami brought out men who not only learned the rudiments 
of a solilier's duties, but learned them in the most effective manner 
possible. The value of voluntary interest seems to have been largely 
underestimated in the Corps this year. It is no very difficult mat- 
ter to teaeh a body of thoroughly interested men "what's what" in a 
military sense, provided the interest can be sustained. The men of 
the former Battalions were in that ideal condition in which they sus- 
tained their own interest. The reason was manifest. When these 
men joined, they did so, a great many of them, because the C.O.T.C

Grain Ruat Research. 

The appointment of Mr. w. v. 

Fraser, M. A., assistant Professor of 
Biology, in connection with special In- 
vestigations into grain rust to be con- 
ducted at the recently -erected field 
laboratories at lliandon, Man., and In- 
dian Head. Sank., has been authoriz- 
ed by the Minister of Agriculture. The 
appointment has been made in con- 
sideration of the serious losses caused 
to westerh. farmers from the uncon- 
trolled ravages of this widespread dis- 
ease of grain. The loss to Canada 
alone from grain rust last vear is es- 
timated at $100.000,000.

I can't say 
that 1 have found out exactly why 
the University Union is supported bet- 
ter in Great Britain than in Canada. 
Of course Universities here lack thn 
fraternity element. 

At the Royal Infirmary I met a 
compatriot who took me to lunch at 
the Residency (the home of tho lli- 
terns). This reminds me to say that 
British folk know a luxury of life, and 
live it amid a leisure that is unknown 
among us Westerners. 

The chaps were a Jolly lot. Most 
of them had seen service across the 
Channel— some had returned to com- 
plete their course, all were very keen 
about their work. 

Everybody there was very busy — . 
the ranks of medical rolk have been 
depleted, yet their duties have multi- 
plied. One young surgeon was point- 
ed out. He hnd been returned from 
France with gastric trouble, and though 
still, a patient himself he was busily 
engaged with military duties. He 
counted that night a good one In which 
he had four hourH' rest. Not nil the 
hard work of this war is done in 
France

the latter the strcots woro filled with 
youthful men, khaki wns rare, lights 
were unscreened, theatres, restaurants 
liars etc. seemed to have no restric- 
tions. In fact, life appeared to be al- 
most normal. 

1 spent only a few hours at the Uni- 
versity of London, which has a splen- 
did new medical school, and a large 
University Hospital, which Just now 
Is n military one. The school is thor- 
oughly modern, and has extensive 
cutiipmont. Ms museums and library 
nre notnbly Interesting. In the for- 
mer is the plain deal table, on which 
the first operation under anaesthesia 
was performed In London. 

This school, like the rest, has been 
stripped of Its men— many of those 
who remain are In uniform. The blue 
of the naval surgeon probationary and 
the khaki of the O. T. C. were prev- 
alent. 

During my ramble through these 
various universities, I was Impressed 
with their beautiful situation, their 
elaborate equipment and the substan- 
tial atmosphere of all of them. Their 
traditions are a very real charm. 

The large number of women stu- 
dents was a surprise; they nre flock- 
ing to the Universities as eagerly as 
they are fitting Into all sorts of situa- 
tions. Women arc changing the na- 
tional customs of Britain, ihelr in- 
flux to the Universities, to the pro- 
fessional schools especially, is creat- 
ing a new element In what has been 
conservative University life. 

The* Universities of Britain have 
given or their treasure to this cause. 
Everywhere we were Impressed by 
their long "Roll of Honour." Indicat- 
ing In suro measure tho high sacri- 
fice of British Colleges. 

We were impressed with the atti- 
tude of the students toward 1 hen- 
work. They displayed n. seriousness, 
an eagerness, a keenness nnout tneir 
business which was remarkuhlo. Tins 
element of student life la tar more 
marked here than In America.

BUT IT IS OF GREAT SOCIAL SIGNIFICANCE, SAYS 
MISS FISHER OF THE MCDONALD COLLEGE STAFF

The terms "Home Kcnno- 
mlcs" and "Household Science" v;re 
most In vogue, but "Household Art," 
"Dimeslie Science," "Domestic Art." 
ind in England "Domestic Economy,** 
were u»t'l. Whatever the mii.ii cm- 
played it should mean '•Economie»;' 
in its original significance derived 
from the Oreek olkonomo — "the 
science of managing a household." 
This is the meaning given to it by 
Xenophon in his treatise on "Econo- 
mics." Modern usage has applied the 
word to a study of wealth In its pro- 
duction, and distribution outside the 
home, but th« woman of the home is 
still the economist concerned with the 
business of wise expenditure.

Historically the subject may be 
looked upon as a modern movement for 
in education that shalr-bctter fit girls 
for their life-work, and us a recogni- 
tion of women's needs In regard to 
technical and professional training. 
The movement had its Inspiration and 
nceptlon In (Ireat Britain, most of the 
•arller teachers being trained there. 
It is particularly interesting to know 
Hint the first formal training In North 
America began In the Convents of 
Quebec about the middle of the 
seventeenth century, a reference to 
which Is made by Parkman In "The 
Old Keglme In Canada." In the year 
1670 Louis XIV. gave to a Sisterhood 
in Montreal a thousand francs to buy 
wool, and another thousand to teach 
girls to knit. To-day we are reviving 
the art In Canada. 

About the nineteenth century ac- 
tual Instruction In household affairs 
outside the home bepan In private 
?ooklug schools. Previous to this 
needlework consisting of uimplu uand 
work and embroidery was taught In 
-.iris' schools nnd occasionally In ele- 
mentary schools, hut for a long time 
•he cooking sehoojs held the higher 
place in the public esteem, and even 
when other branches of household 
work were Introduced the schools 
wi re still called cooking schools. Even 
to-rtny tho average idea of household 
science instruction Is that cookery is 
the chief subject taught. 

It is only very recently that House- 
hold Science has been part of the. 
school curriculum. About twenty years 
years ago a few school boards In On- 
tario began to consider Its ItttrodllC* 
lion. The demnntl arose for trained 
teachers, and the pioneer training 
school was established nt Hamilton. 
Ont. An English teacher was in charge 
nt llrst. but was later replaced by a 
Canadian, Miss Watson, now of Mae- 
donald Institute, Quelph. Credit must 
be given to Mrs. Hoodless, of Hamil- 
ton, for much of the Inspiration en- 
couragement and actual pioneer work 
of Household Science in Canada, and 
her enthusiasm hud much to do with 
Its progress, especially in Ontario. 
This pioneer school in Hamilton, was.! 
In 1903. merged into the Jlacdonald 
Institute at (Juelph, the Home Econn- 
mles' Department of the Ontario Agri- 
cultural College. Sir William Mncdon- 
ald built and equipped thin department 
nnd Its accompanying residence, Mac- 
donald Hall, having first been Inter- 
ested In tne movement by Mrs. Hood- 
less. Without doubt Sir William Mac- 
dnnsld has done more than nny other 
Canadian for Home F.conomic-s' edu- 
cation, as he later built, equipped nnd 
endowed a second School of HOUSS* 
he'd Science at Macdonald College In 
1907. 

'n Toronto In 19o0 the Lillian Mas- 
sey School was established, equipped 
and endowed by Mrs. Massey Treble. 
This Inter developed into the House- 
hold Science T>epnrtment of Toronto 
l'niverslty. Ontario lends In House- 
hold Science education, and has laid 
down definite regulations governing 
the training of teachers who can onlv 
qualify for High School work after 
five years of College training and for 
elementary work after at 'east a year 
of special training In addition to a 
teacher's diploma in other subjects. 
Nova Scotia and Manitoba also pro- 
vide training schools for teachers. In 
Quebec five of the fortv-seven house- 
keeping schools established In con- 

i 



vents grant teaching diplomas. At 
Macdonald College the Teachers' 
-ourse of study In many of the cle- 
lelng, as the Protestant schools out- 
ride of the cities have not introduced 
the subject sufficiently to create a 
demand. The Department of Agricul- 
ture is now encouraging the move by 
Special grants. 

Recent Development. 

And what is the field of work ot 
these teachers? In every province 
household science finds a place in the 
course of study in many of the ele- 
mentary and secondary schools. In 
the larger centres it begins in the 
Kindergarten and Is continued 
throughout. In the rural schools it 
,s gradually being introduced, cniefly 
centreing around the preparation of 
the noon lunch, a development that 
will go far towards eliminating the 
problem of the cold lunch and other 
■indeslrabje features of the noon hour. 

The work has broadened out during 
the past twenty years to include near- 
ly every phase of household activity. 
These may be classed as: 

(I) The food supply and all it in- 
volves; 

12) Shelter, including the housse, its 
construction, sanitation, care and 
management; 

(3) Clothing, Its selection and care 
with the accompanying social and 
economic problems, 

In the lower grades these subjects 
must necessarily be treated in a very 
elementary way. and the technical side 
Is emphasized. In the higher grades 
the work is related to the other arts 
and sciences studied, so that the 
course for a teacher naturally includes 
such subjects as chemistry, bacterio- 
logy, sociology, colour and design, 
physical science, etc. The practical 
application of those subjects to affairs 
of everyday life will tend to make the 
average girls take a greater interest in 
their pursuit. 

Household Science must adapt itself 
to changing conditions, as the woman 
of to-day is essentially a consumer, 
and therefore many of her problems lie 
outside the home in markets, and the 
Industrial and manufacturing fields. 
Many women's organizations have 
been formed to deal with these prob- 
lems; for example, the Housewives' 
League, and though these are often 
criticized they are a move in the right 
direction, and will no doubt help in 
solving many home problems of the 
future. 

Home Kconomics work In a more 
comprehensive form In Canada Is 
closely connected' with the work in 
agricultural colleges. Courses are 
given, varying iu length from three 
months to two years, chiefly planned 
for the needs of the woman at home. 
This year Manitoba College is adding 
i course leading to the degree of 
Bachelor -of Science, and it 1» to be 
hoped that some day the McGUI wo- 
men students in Arts will also be able 
to elect some courses In Household 
Science at .Macdonald College durlne 
one or two of their tour years' course. 

Both home economics and agricul- 
ture are among the newer college sub- 
jects, and both are in close touch with 
the rural population, and whatever 
helps to better conditions in home life 
cannot fall to be helpful to the pros- 
perity of the nation as a whole. 

Hesldes the work carried on in the 
housekeeping schools In the convents 
of Quebec nnd In many of the ladles' 
colleges and girls' schools all over 
Canada, the Young Women's Chris 
thin Association lias for many years 
offered courses In the various branches 
of household science. 
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while making primarily for the In- 
creased welfare of the home, is also 
extended to matters of community and 
national interest. In all the provinces 
but Quebec their management Is un- 
der the provincial governments; in 
this province the work is directed by 
the School of Household Science at 
Macdonald College, but the Provin- 
cial Government nlds the work through 
special grunts. These clubs began in 
Ontario, when a group of women met 
to listen to demonstrations in cook- 
ing. 

Perhaps no surer indication of the 
rapid progress In Home Kconomics is 
given than by the changes in the liter- 
ature on the subject. From "*Irs. 
Ueeton's Cookery Book" of many years 
ago, which was considered most com- 
prehensive in its time, to the varied 
publications of to-day which deal each 
with some special phase of the work 
there has been a great advance in 
Home Economics literature. 

And what of the future of House- 
hold Science education in Canada? 
That will depend largely on the wo- 
man of the home. The argument that 
such education in the schools is un- 
necessary, and that it should be given 
at home Is sound if the woman at 
home would accept it and give such 
education adapted to modern condi- 
tions. Hut just as other branches ot I 
education havo been relegated to the 
schools, would it not be better to let 
home and school co-operato and work 
together In this? The school ran do 
much In the way of instruction along 
scientific lines, which the woman of 
the home can apply and adapt tu meet 
her problems. The woman's page of 
our dally papers gives us many In- 
stances of the need for such instruc- 
tion. Tho best that the future can 
hold for us will be a hearty and will- 
ing co-operation between the intelli- 
gent and educated woman in the home 
and the progressive Home Kconomics 
worker trained In scientific methods, 
both working for the future welfare of 
the homes, und through them for the 
state.

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Other phases of the work may be 
mentioned, one of which Is nn outcome 
of the growth of community life — 
clubs, school lunch rooms and cafeter- 
ias. These have created a demand for 
the trained housekeeper, nnd two col 
leges lia vc courses adapted to meet this 
demand —Macdonald Institute, Uuelph, 
and Macdonald College. This work 
is in lis infancy, but lias splendid pos 
Blbltilles. Hospitals offer a wide field 
for dietary work, which the Medical 
profession now rerognizes as of great 
value In Ihe treatment of disease. Out- 
side the hospitals the visiting house- 
keeper Is taking her place with the 
visiting nurse. In the United Stales 
the former has a definite place in So- 
cial Service work. In Canada the 
movement I.-; JuSI beginning, and Its 
success will depend largely upon Ihe 
training and outlook of the woman who 
undertakes it. 

There has been a rapidly growing 
Interest in the last few yenrs in tech- 
nical nnd vocational training. In in- 
dustrial work the day of apprentice- 
ship Is passing. In the case of the 
garment trade tins means that somo 
Industrial education must take its 
place. Thin aspect of the work Is Just 
developing In tho technical schools In 
Canada, and thin should mean much 
to the girl who will eventually go Into 
such a trade. Domestic service still 
demands an apprenticeship, though 
provisions for It are meagre, and the 
problems arising therefrom are many. 
The fanadian housewlle with skilled 
household service Is in a small min- 
ority. Co-operation, which Is wosklng 
so effectively In other ways, might 
well be applied to t!w> domestic ser- 
vice problem, though It would involve 
a new departure in vocational train- 
ing. 

Homemnksrs' Clubs. 

Another field of work which owes 
its beginnings to Household Science 
edvcntlon Is that of one group of wo- 
men's organizations In Canada — the 
Women's Institutes and Hnmemakers' 
Clubs— numbering from 80,000 to 100,- 
000 members, and characterized by 
Miss MacMurehy Tn "The Woman. 
Bless Her." as the moat remarkable 
body of women in Cannda. Their 
motto: "For Home and Country" In 
dlcates thr scope of their work which, 



On Thursday evening, a very suc- 
cessful Joint meeting of both the Y . 
W. C. A. und the Y. M. C A. was 
held in Room 107, Main' Building. The 
speaker of the evening, Mrs. Lyons. 
wuh introduced by Miss D, Long- 
worth. the President or the Y. W. C. 
A. Mrs. Lyons Is the wife ot Dr. 
Lyons, late of the Presbyterian Col- 
lege at Indore, India, and now of To- 
ronto University. She gave us a 
forceful and appealing talk on "The 
work I shared In Indore, India." In 
opening her address, she sa*! Hiut 
what the mass of people wanted to 
hear about India was not a host of 
facts ond figures, not of the geo- 
graphical or political life, but just a 
touch of tho human life of India's 
teeming millions, and it would be 
along these lines that she would try 
to speak. 

Mrs. Lyons said that since lier re- 
turn from India she had been mldrcss- 
ing audiences of many descriptions, 
with Women's Missionary Societies 
predominating, but very seldom was 
her audience composed of students, 
p.nd that It was a great pleasure for 
her to be back among students once 
again. As her hushnnd was very ill 
for the larger pnrt of a year, she took 
his subjects, which were Kconomics. 
Knglish nnd Kuropean History, with 
tho natives, and thus rho felt very 
much nt home in addressing an audi- 
ence of students. 

Mrs. Lyons spoke of the eight chil- 
dren of her house, servants, the but- 
ler, groom, sweeper and washerwo- 
man. No provision was made for 
these children by government Institu- 
tional reforms regarding Hie matter of i 
education, as they belonged to loo low 
a caste to lie affected. She said that 
one day she asked one of the higher 
caste natives whether these children 
would receive any attention. If they 
went lo one of the native schools, He 
answered, "No! the best that they cat} 
hope for IS to be allowed to sit out* 
lldc on the porch." Thus It can eas- 
ily be seen what little chance lliey 
have of glowing Up lo be anything 
more than mere drudges, os their 
parents li.we been before thent, 

Airs. Lyons next spoke of her worll 
with the Women, In India, the girls 
,ire married from 10 to 13 yenrs of 
*ge, and there are no "old maids." She 
•aid she used to lecture to Ihe wo-

SIX MONTHS AFTER STARING. 

At the expiration ot six months from the date of the staking, the pro- 
tector, to retain his rights, must take out a mining license. 

MINING LICENSE. 

The mining license may cover 40 to 200 acres in unanrreyed territory 
The price of this license is Fifty Cents an acre per year, and a fee of $10.00 
on losue. It is valid for one year, and is renewable on the same terms, on 
producing an affidavit that during the year work has been performed to the 
extent of at least twenty-five days' labor on each forty acres. 

MINING CONCESSION. 

Notwithstanding the above, a mining concession may be acquired at any 
time at the rate of $5.00 an acre for SUPERIOR METALS, and $3.00 an acre 
for INFKUIOIl MINERALS. 

Tho attention of prospectors is specially called to the territory In the 
North-WcBtem part of the Province of Quebec, north of the heigh; of latd, 
Where important mlnerallzpd belts are known to exist.
